NBDW YORK, Sept. 2.—Gen. Shafter is 
shrewd, He does not want to be considered 
an Alger man, and to-day his friend, Col, 
Jerome~ is out in an interview to explain 
that Shafter and Alger have not been ac- 
quainted, let alone been intimate friends, 
except for a few years, This may secm 
cruel, and probably is, but some things are 
justifiable even if cruel, and the reputation 
of Algerism is certainly one of them. 

Col, Jerome says that though born in Al- 
Gen, Shaicier has 
spent only a small portion of his life there, 
being more of a Vermonter than a Michi- 
gander, because his family hails from the 
Green Mountain State. He had been the 
ranking Colonel of the army for years, says 
Col. Jerome, and was made a Major-Gen- 
eral and sent to Santiago largely on the 
recceenmendation of Gen. Miles, who called 
tor him at the Ebbitt: House and person- 
ally accompanied him to the President. 

Having thus cleared his skirts from cer- 
tain odium, Gen. Shafter talked to-day toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter about his campaign 
in Cuba 

“At Santiago we had to deal with things 
as they were, not as they should be. Of 
course there was sickness. It was inevita- 
ble in a summer campaign, But nobody 
was neglected. 

“The men who ordered a summer cam- 
a fever-infected country are re- 
sponsible for the natural and unavoidable 
cgnsequences, 

‘For me, as I said before, ‘things are as 
they are, not as they should be!’ but none 
of our wounded were allowed to lie on the 
battle field as 1 was in the civil war. Noth- 
ing of the Kind happened. Anesthetics were 
plentiful, . 

“It was the heat that was so deadly, and 
the rains. Right in the midst of the most 
torrid heat a shower would fall. It would 
drench everybody without cooling the air. 
In a few minutes, under the sun again, 
every man would be steaming. Men of the 
strongest constitutions succumbed.” 

“Did you have yellow fever?’ was asked. 

“Yes, we did,’ was .the slow and solemn 
answer, “But the army was ripe for it, and 
it spread Hke a prairie fire. Many a man 
had yellew fever who will never know it. 
And, to tell the truth, it is not as danger- 
ous as the Calentura, or heat attacks, that 
unacclimated men have in the malarious 
regions of Cuba. Why, it is a common thing 
for a man’s temperature to rise from a nor- 
mal state to 105 degrees in a few hours. That 
means death in most cases.”’ 

“It can give cards and spades to yellow 
fever in the game of death, I'd rather have 
yellow fever by a —— sight. I tell you when 
&@ man burhs up inside there's little hope 
for him.” 

“Could this have been prevented?” 

“No, indeed,”” was the reply. “Our men 
were all unacclimated. Many of them never 
had slept outdoors beforp they went into 
camp. How could they be molded inio 
proper material for such a climate and such 
a@ campaign? It could not be done.” 


“Now General, ‘it is up to you’ to explain 
about the condition of the transports that 
have brought the men back from the seat 
of war to their camp. Piease give the Posi- 
Dispatch the facts fully.’ ; 

“The situation I have already made 
clear,” replied Gen. Shafter. ‘‘We had to 
choose the lesser of the two evils. We at 
the front did not want to let the fever have 
its run. We wanted to save life. The United 
States has no hospitai ships. It was not a 
question of using what was best, but what 
we had. We used the transports that brought 
the troops down.” 

“It Was that or keep the men there. 

“If the war had continued, we'd 
Stayed right there, fever or no fever. 
sudden end ‘of the war was unexpected, 
We were not prepared for the unexpected. 
I made it an invariable rule to send home 
less men on a transport than 
had brought south. That was a fair 
to take.”’

Col. John D. Hopkins, the pioneer man- 
ager of continuous performance houses in 
America, arrived in St. Louis this morning. 

The Colonel looked as fresh a May 
morning, but he was a trifle warm below 
the collar, for there were things there he 
wanted to get rid of. 

He was indignant at statements made 
by his recent partners in the Tri-State 
Amusement Co. 

They had, announced early in the week 
that they and Hopkins had parted com- 
pany. : 

The Colonel’s inference was that they 
intended to convey the impression that 
they had thrown hm out. 

“As a matter of fact,” said the Colonel, 
“it was I that drew away from them. 


“There has been no love lost recently 
between me and my old partners in the 
Tri-State Amusement Co. But I would 
Say nothing about that had they not 
rushed into print and told their troubles. 
Fhey did that, too, after having agreed 
to keep the business quiet. 

As a matter of fact I have had but 
little use for my eent partners in the 
A Ptaggmne Prampargeme Co. since they broke 

eir contract with me and t he Cen- 
ei! Theater. no en 

‘I had a note of theirs for about $4000. 
They gave me that when they bought the 
lease of the old Pope’s Theater building 
from me. I surrendered that note to them 
in consideration of the contract they made 
to lease me the Century Theater. The 
deal was.completed by Henry Raéder 
president of the Tri-State Co. f never got 
the theater or ever afterwards saw a 
penny of my $4000. TI still, s+however, con- 
tinued making money for them. 

“The present disagreement did not arise 
from my taking the theaters away from 
Klaw & Erlanger, but through the Tri- 
State’s mismanagement of affairs. 

“‘Raeder last season leased the Schiller 
Theater at Chicago with a combination 
outside of the Hopkins circuit and lost 
$20,000 and the Hopkins Theater had to pay 
the losses. 

“Other bad and losing speculations were 
+ gg by the Hopkins Theater paying the 

Ss. 

“The Hopkins house had credit and Its 
creditors had to wait while ‘the creditors 
of the other establishments -were paid at 
once. 

“Within the last 60 days there have been 
two custodians and two attachenents placed 
over the Hopkins Theater in Chicago. 

“The majority of th: directors and some 
of the St. Louis stockholders of the Tri- 
State Co. met at the Pamer House in Chi- 
cago within the last 60 days in my presence 
and decided to put their business in the 
hands of a receiver. They left me at the 
hotel with the understood agreement that 
they would do that at once. 

“‘A day or two later I was informed that 
the reason they had not taken that uction 
was that they were afra‘d of hurting the 
eredit of the St. Louis stockholders of the 
Tri-State Co. 

‘“T refused to stand such methods of co- 
ing business. 

“T was also disgusted with 
in leasing the Schiller Theater, a dead one 
in Chicago, for $25,000 a year and I pos tively 
refused to manage it. I thought they had 
enough dead ones on their hands.” 

Col. Hopkins proceeded to give a@ list of 
theaters controlled by the Tri-State Com- 
pany which he said were losing mon y 

Continuing he said: 

“Ror the Grand Opera Fiouse in St. Lot's 
they are paying $20,000 a year. Since los ng 
the r Chicago theater it is the oniy moncy 
maker thev have had, but what it will tx 
with the opposition it wil] have this winter 
remains to be seen. 

“Tam etill connected with the Kohl-Castle 
and Orpheum CircuitS. I have leased the 
Hopkins Theater ‘n Chicago, the best pay- 
ing continuous house in America; I have 
long leases on the St. ChaNes and _ the 
Academy in New Orleans, am jointly in- 
terested in the New Lyceum at Memphis, a 
stock-holder and director in the Forest 
Park Highlands and partly interested in 
Hopkins’ Transoceanics, a good-paying 
road combination. These enterprises have 
all been paying ones and I think them 
quite enough to keep an old man busy.”’ 

“How about the story that you have sev- 
ered all relations with Forest Park High- 
lands?” 

‘That is not true. 

“Do you intend quitting St. Louts, 
that you have given up the Grand?”

Do this for me, old man, won't you, 
without fail. 1 can’t promise to do so | 
much for you for before the night comes I 
will have finished with this life.”’ 

Then the strange acting man grabbed the 
blind man’s hand and gave it a vigorous 
shake, 

Then he walked rapidly north and was 
seen to swing on a Laclede avenue car. 

The blind man was puzzled. He stood 
still and for a few moments knew not what 
to do. In a few minutes Patrolman Minor 
Hunt walked by and spoke to him. 

Then the blind musician related his ex- 
perience and turned the letters over to the

When read there were found to be a series 
of letters, all disjointed and poorly written, 
But they told of a probable tragedy.

The 
mand for an investigation is gengral, and 
American pubhe will not be satisiled 
until those gu.lty of murder and inbu- 
Manity to our soidiers are caught in the 
dragnet of justice. 

“| have no doubt that a resolution will 
be introduced in Congress the first wee 
of the session cAlling tor a full and com- 
plete investigation into the conduct of the 
wur. 

“The Congressional Committee will be 
given plenary powers, and every official 
who has had to do with the canduct ol 
the war should be made to explain.” 

Republicans all over the country are 
bringing it to the attention of the President 
that measures must be adopted at once to 
counteract the effects apon the approach- 
ing eciections of Secretary Alger’s admin- 
istration of the War’ Department. 

Secretary Alger said in an interview that 
every act of his has met with the approval 
of the President. These makes it all the 
more incumbent upon the President to pre- 
sent the facts to the people. The Secretary 
seeks to shoulder responsibility upon the 
President, but if it be true that the Pres- 
ident has not been acquainted with all that 
his War Secretary has done, the President 
cannot rest under the charge that he has 
put the stamp of approval upon the acte 
of his Secretary. 

It is apparent that the President has not 
conferred with Alger upon the matter of an 
investigetion, for if he had the latier wouid 
hardly have made the open declaration 
that he would.make no investigation-uniess 
ordered by the President. It is understood 
that Alger was surprised when he learned 
it to be the dectsion of the President to 
take action. . 

An investigation conducted by military 
authorities will not be satisfactory. Mili- 
tary men now charged with responsibility 
for laxity and mismanagement assert that 
they will be satisfied only with an investi- 
gation conducted by civilians. They say 
that should+ a commission composed of 
military em Ham pa the inquiry and exon- 
erate them eir verdict would not please 
the public, no matter how honestly they 
might reach their conclusions.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Sept. 2.—The position 
of Gov. Tanner in frankly declaring that 
he will not send Lijinois troops to protect 
mines where imported lahor is employeg 
has aroused a good Weal of comment. 

Mayor Penwell; of, Pana wired the Gov- 
ernor at 2 o'clock y@sterday afternoon, ask- 
ing that troops be sent at once. The Gov- 
ernor replied to Sheriff Coburn instead, as 
follows: 

“Have received the following message 
from the Mayor of your city: ‘Armed mobs 
controlling the city...Have captured Oper- 
ators and have thém in their power, 
(Signed) Warren Penwell, Mayor.’ Please 
report full conditions and advise me if you 
are able to maintain order and protect life 
and property.” 

An hour later Sheriff Coburn replied. es 
follows: 

“Send troops at once. I am unable to 
control situation. They have captured two 
operators and positively refuse to give them 
up.”’

The box was made by 
Jones & Co. of Philadelphia, and Haas is 
the only man on this coast using their 
foxes: Mr. Haas has fully identified the 
box placed in evidence, but neither he 
nor his clerks can say to whom it was 
sold. 
Mrs. Botkin, of course, positively défiies 
that she had ever bought any candy from 

aas, 

Thus one strong prop of the prdsecution 
-Of the woman falls. lt was expected that 
the witness from Stockton would be able to 
establish the fact that the candy was 
bought there, and that Mrs. Botkin was 
the purchaser. Frank Cattrell and Ray- 
mond Miller, clerks in the Wave estabiisn- 
ment at Stockton, came here and testified 
that the stock of the Wave did not con- 
tain a box in any manner resembling that 
sent by the prisoner to Dover, and that the 
candy was wholly different. Similar testi- 
mony was given by W. F. Kuehn, the pro- 
prietor of the place. 

In the evidence presented to the grand 
jury in an attempt tO secure the indictment 
of Mrs. Botkin, Chief of Police Lees and 
Detective McVey -test-fied to the facts in 
their possessions ag to the poisoning. 

They presented no facts not already made 
public. Mrs. Seeley, whose name has been 
mentioned in connectlon with the case, did 
not know anything about the candy. Mrs. 
Livernash, a newspaper reporter, testified 
regarding her conversations with Mrs. Bot- 
kin, but presented noth.ng new. Mrs. 
Rauof, the former nurse of Mrs. Botkin, 
Was called. What her evidence was is not 
known, but it was expected to throw light 
on the case. No action was taken by the 
Srand jury, which adjourned considera- 
tion of the matter, subject to the will of 
the district attorney. . 


RALLYING TO HER AID. 


The friends and family of Mrs, Cordelia 
Botkin are rushing to her rescue. She has 
not been left alone in her hour of distress, 
for, besides all the creature comforts that 
may tend to alleviate the many discomforts 
of her imprisonment, she is surrounded by 
able attorneys engaged by her family to 
battle for her life. Her visitors call on her 
daily; her husband runs down from Stock- 
ton frequently, and her lawyers assure her 
that their efforts will ultimately secure her 
freedom. 

The prisoner is, therefore, philosophical. 
As a woman of the world, she has been 
accustomed to take the bitter with the 
sweet, and in this, her dark hour, she has 
not lost the ability to consider her situation 
. a sanguine mood. She awaits now, with 
ali the patience which her spirit may com- 
mand, the day when she will be confronted 
by the agent of the government of Dela- 
Ware, who has crossed the continent to 
Chaim her as a fugitive. 

Mrs. Botkin is a docile client. Her law- 
yers have warned her to say nothing for 
publication and not a word has she to sav, 
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One of the State’s Witnesses. 


She retains her comparatively comfortable 
quarters in the matron’s room at the city 
prison; her meals are served from an ad- 
joining restaurant; flowers’ saften the 
gloomy aspect of the barred and vault-like 
chamber wherein she is confined; clinging 
silks and soft lace satisfy that vanity 
without which e woman is not, and could 
she but escape from the somber shadow 
of the awful crimes charged against her, 
Mrs. Botkin might be considered almost 


happy. 
DUNNING’S LAST LETTER. 


The last letter written to Mrs. Cordelia 
Botkin by John P. Dunning, which has oc- 
casioned speculation and anxiety to the 
authorities at both ends of the Continent, 
is in. the hands of the local police. It was 
opened by George A. Knight in the pres- 
ence of Chief Lees, Saturday, shortly after 
its arrival. 

he epitstle is in no respects like that 
which the authorities of this city and Do- 
ver expected. It is brief and shows evi- 
dence of having been hurriedly written. The 
letter is a very common-place affair, scarce- 
ly nothing more than a-message—just the 
sort of one a man would write who was do- 
ing duty at the front as a correspondent. 
It throws no possible light upon the Dover 
tragedy, nor can it furnish a clew for any 
motive which might have prompted the 
terrible deed, 

It was written at Porto Rico, and bears 
the date of Aug. 13. It is addressed to ““M 
Dear Ada.’ The writer informs Mrs. Bod- 
kin that he has been in the saddle most 
of the time, and that the weather is ex- 
ceedingly warm. He instructs her not to 
write to him at St. Thomas, as he will not 
be at that place. He mentions his expecta- 
tion of returnin® to America, and of go- 
ing to New York. He expressed some un- 
certainty as to what he would do when he 
reached the metropolis, as he had no deli- 
nite plans. The letter was signed ‘J.’ 

Mrs. Dunning diéd at Dover on the night 
of Aug. 12. The letter to Mrs. Botkin was 
written by Dunning in Porto Rico the fol- 
lowing. day, but before he knew his wife 
was dead. 

After Dunning reached Dover, the author- 
ities of that place gained the impression 
that he had written to Mrs, Botkin immedi- 
ately on his arrival. They lost no time in 
communicating with ‘Chief Lees, asking 
him to hold the letter. When it arrived the 
Chief was notified by the postal authorities, 
but he was not allowed to open the en- 
velope addressed to Mrs. Botkin. 

She could have opened it, but as soon as 
she had ramd it she would have been obliged 
to give it to the police. To obviate the un- 
pleasantness of such an ordeal, it. was 
deemed best for Mr. Knight to open the

If a correspondent waa In trouble, finan- 
cially or @therwise, he found the ‘‘Farmer’’ 
ready to assist him. The Farmer's arrival 
from that mythical farm of his, booted 
and spurred, riding a trusty nag, was one 
of the events of each morning. His cheery 
greeting to the boys around the stove and 
his good-natured chaffing were a _ tonic. 
And at night when he prepared to mount his 
steed to return home, his laughing deciara- 
tion to the tollers, “Everything here is 
yours, and !f you want anything ask Harry 
for it.’’ never failed. He was the head of 
a triurnvirate—the other two were Al Shoup 
and Harry Edwards—that made, with its 
good fellowship and generosity, the work of 
reporting a legislature an abs?!ute plea-u’e.

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THE DREYFUS DRAMA 


The Dreyfus case isa great tragic drama fashioned in the 
mold of the geds. The plot develops with majestic force and 
unerring stroke. It is full of human dynamics. 

In the first act the curtain fell'upon the degradation and 
imprisonment—punishment worse than death—of Capt. Drey- 
fus, the victim of a diabolical conspiracy and the object of 
race hatred. A devoted wife consecrated her life to his cause. 

In the next act was the sacrifice of the friends of the vic- 
tim and the advocates of justice. The brave and brilliant 
Zola, Col. Picquart and a few other fearless Frenchmen, in 
whom the love of justice prevailed over all other passions, 
were broken at the wheel. In the contest. greed, lust, hate, 
prejudice raged against justice and love. The evil elements 
triumphed. The good were cast down. 

But the curtain is up on another act. The mills of the 
gods are grinding. Relentless fate pursues the conspirators, 
Col. Henry, tooi of the conspirators and forger of evidence, 
overwhelmed ity remorse, confesses and destroys himself. 
Gen. Boisdeffre, chief conspirator, who had slain honor and 
justice on the altar of lust, is slipping Into the shadow of 
vengeance. Col. Esterhazy, master of villainy, pales and 
trembles on the verge of doom. An unjust government, 
stained in Cabinet, court and army with crimes against jus- 
tice, is shaken to its foundations. The catastrophe ap- 
proaches. 

It ds a thrilling drama, with,the civilized world as 
audience,. watching its development with intense _ in- 
terest. It mourned the fate of Dreyfus, grieved with his 
devoted wife and execrated the sacrifice of the friends of 
justice. It rejoices at the stroke of fate which reverses the 
situation. It awaits the denouement with joyful expectancy. 

Full atonemer.t for the crime seems impossible. But the 
triumph of justice will be worth much as a moral lesson. 
France will have a needed warning. The liberation of Drey- 
fus will at least vindicate his honor, if it does not. compensate 
him for his sufferings. 
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There are mattets of much more importance to France than 
the recovery ‘of Alsace and Lorraine. Permanent peace in 
Europe would benefit her vastly more than the possesston of 
a dozen such provinces. 
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The heavy aidition of Havana duties by the Spanish offi- 
cials, Who are still in charge, are no doubt approved by Mr. 
Dingley. What ci the Dingley policy is not Chinese is Spanish, 
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The issue of the war bonds was a great financial error, but 
it proved that the people can at any time absorb a war loan 
independently of the multi-millionaire bond-grabbers, 
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Rewarding Dewey with the Presidency would be only a repe- 
tition of American history, except in the fact that in this case 
the President wovld be a hero taken from the navy.

“We called upon Mr. Milner in regard to 
the: matter,’ said Judge Heller, “put got 
little satiefaction, He said that as North 
Grand avenue was laid with asphalt, it 
was impossible for the sWeepers to clean 
the street when it was the .east bit wet, 
For that reason, he concluded, # would bé 
enough to sprinkle Grand avenue only 
twice, instead of three times, a day, as in 
other sections of the city.
